Crawford Coaches 
Boys’ High Baseball 


Team This Season 


Coach Crawford, the man who led 
the Boys’ High football warriors 
to the city prep championship of 
1918, has been elected to coach the 
baseball team of the Gilmer street 
institution wy the Boys’ High Ath- 
letic club, which met Friday.

the dim, remote past. 

Tearney has had a mighty inter- 
esting career in the world of base- 
ball, but few know he was him- 
self a player at one time. Twenty- 
eight years ago Al was second 
baseman of fe Shields school in 
Chicago, His first uniform was a 
“tobacco cap’—a head gear given 
by tobacco companies of the day, 
bearing their trade mark onthe 
front. 

His First Ball. 

“T tell you what, I was proud of 
that cap,” says Tearney. “And I 
was still prouder when I actually 
got hold of a 50-cent baseball one 
day. That ball lay under my pillow 
several nights.” 

For three years Tearney battled 
with the Shields school nine. Then, 
in 1893, he started to branch out. 
He became manager of the Moss- 
lers, one of the most famous ama- 
teur clubs in Chicago history. This 
team -played all over the country. 
And Tearney was its manager for 
ten years, 

On it were several men who later 
gained a name in league baseball: 
Harry Leitman, the pitcher; Guy 
Dickey, late of the American asso- 
ciation; Charley O’Leary and Her- 
man Schaefer. 


Majors Get O’Leary. 


“T remember a game we played 
at Harvey, near Chicago, one day,” 
said Tearney. “Charley O’*Leary 
was With us on the infield, and he 
was a chap with lots of ‘pep.’ He 
batted and fielded wonderfully well 
for us that day, and Comiskey 
happened to have a scout watching 
the game. That night O’Leary was 
a member of the White Sox, and 
for many seasons he was a major 
leaguer.” 

Nineteen years ago the amateur 
situation in Chicago was a fright. 
It was difficult to complete a ball 
game due to squabbles, fights, trou- 
bles with umpires and so forth. 
Imagine a west side nine playing 
at the stock yards! It probably 
would never go to a decision. 

“Il watched the situation closely,” 
said Tearney. “Things, instead of 
getting better, became worse. So, 
nineteen years ago, I quit the as- 
sociated baseball clubs and organ- 
ised the Amateur Managers’ league. 
I was its first presidert, and have 
remained so to this day. 

“The Mosslers were members of 
this organization during the last 
four years of thelr existence, and 
then I gave up the management to 
turn my whole spare time to han- 
dling the league, which had now 
grown to an amazing size. 

Rough Tactics Disappear. 


“We had formulated rules and 
regulations, and before a year was 
out much of the rough tactics had 
disappeared. Games were finished, 
The sport was put on a clean basis. 

“The teams had confidence in me. 
If there was a protest over a game 
it would be made in the presence of 
the umpire on the field. Then he 
kept the purse, and Monday night, 
when the league has always met, 
the umpire and managers appeared 
before me. I heard all sides, made 
the decision and turned over the 
purse. This worked splendidly. 

“For sixteen years that sort of 
work kept me mighty busy. In the 
meantime capable officials in the 
league had been built up, and for 
the past three years they have been 
handling the bulk of the routine. 
Now I don’t decide cases except 
where big money is at stake.” 

Those meetings of the Amateur 
Managers’ league are held in a hal! 
125 by 100 feet. There is standing 
room only, and when as many as 
5.000 attend, the crowded condition 
can readily be imagined. Some- 
times the hall is jammed, the statrs 
are packed and there ig a big line 
outside, . 

Heads Two Others. 

“One of the chief concerns has 
been to get a place Igrge enough 
to meet in,” sai@ Tearney. “Once 
a person passing by, noticed a vast 
crowd outside, turned in a fire 
alarm. He wanted to play safe.” 

Naturally, as time went on, Tear- 
ney'’s success as a baseball execu- 
tive spread over the country. When 
the Three-I league, nine years ago, 
sought a president, Al Tearney was 
proposed. He was elected and has 
held the joh,ever since. 

The leagte suspended operations 
last year, but is now coming back 
as strongly as ever. The magnates 
want Tearney to stick. In fact, the 
wealthy owners of the Hannibal 
and Rockfords clubs say they’}l 
withdraw from the leagu eff Tear- 
ney quits. 

Only recently the presidency of 
the Western league was offered to 
Tearney. and he accepted. As if 
these jobs weren't enough, Tearney 
is also chairman of the reorganiza- 
tion committee of the National As- 
sociation of Professional Baseball 
leagues.

Now this is a one-shot club, only 
for use off the tee. No one should 
ever try to use the driver for any 
other shots except a drive from the 
tee. Of course, some golfers will 
say they use their driver through 
the green, but as this article is in 
the nature of a lesson, these golfers 
can take this hint. 

Don’t get scared when you get 
your driver in your hand; it is no 
more difficult to use than other 
clubs. The great trouble with the 
driver is that you try to make the 
club do too much. You get mad and 
try to drive the ball a mile. Den't 
try it. If a golfer would only say 
to himself, “Now for a nice drive of 
175 or 200 yards down the fair 
green,” he will get better results 
than saying to himself, “Now for 200 
yards.” 

Did you ever consider what dis- 
tance 250 yards is? Just think, it is 
a loug distance to send a golf ball. 
Of course, you have done it before, 
but that time you hit the ball just 
right, fairly and squarely on the 
face of the club. It felt good. Have 
you ever felt one just the same 
since? How often have you seen a 
275-yard drive stop on thé fair 
green? Think before you answer. 
I bet you have seen more balls stop 
off the fair green than you have 
seen stop on the fair green on the 
275 yards. 


Accuracy Is Vital. 

Try and remember some game 
you have seen in which one of the 
players had the reputation of being 
a longer driver than any of the 
others. Where did the long driver 
play most of his second shots from, 
the fair green or rough? 

Remember, I don’t condemn golf-

Personal Decision Best. 

T have seen sets of clubs with the 
driver heavier than the brassie, 
and others with the brassie heavier 
than the driver. The length and lie 
of the club you must decide your- 
self. About the spring in the shaft— 
don’t get the spring 
head. There are several different 
shapes to the head of a driver. You 
should get the one that appeals to 
you.

With Fielder Is Latest 
Inauguration in Um- 
pire’s Decisions, Says 
Veteran Arbiter.

Interference plays create unusual | 
situations on the ball field.  _Incti- ! 
dentally, the calling of such plays 
usually gets the umpire into a peck 
of trouble. When a Datter hit# a 
fly ball, be it fair or foul, for 
the batter to be retired, one expects 
the fielder to catch the ball. Some- 
times it happens otherwise. 

There are a number of ways in 
which a fielder may be interfered 
with in his efforts to catch the 
ball, but I believe to Umpire Billy 
Byron, of the Nationa] league, be- 
longs the distinction of declaring a 
batsman out because of vocal inter- 
ference. The decision stood and es- 
tablished a precedent. 

In the play in which Bill Byron 
rendered his now memorable deci- 
sion, the batter hit a tall fly in the 
general direction of third base, but 
foul perhaps twenty or thirty yards. 
The third baseman elected to méeke 
the play, and so informed his team- 
mates by saying, “I got it.” 

Now it is not unusual for players 
On opposing teams to yell in likei 
manner, with a hope the player may 
be disconcerted enough to miss the 
play. Every now and then the coach- 
er voices such an opinion, but re- 
frains from leaving the lines of his 
coaching position when doing so. 
Usually, no attention is paid to the 
actions of the coacher, for in not 
one of 1,000 plays does it have the 
slightest bearing 6n the outcome of 
the fielder’s efforts. 

Coacher Followed Fielder. 


In the play in which Bill Byron 
figured, the coacher did not confine 
his efforts to shouts from the 
coacher’s bax, but closely followed 
the fielder in his pursuit of the ball, 
and constantly asked to be allowed 
to make the play. The third base- | 
man insisted he had it, but managed | 
to make a most inglorious muff of 
the ball, much to the delight of the 
coacher and the amusement of the 
home crowd. 

Byron’s call for the next batter, 
which was a polite way of inform- 
ing the batsman who had hit the 
tall foul that he was through, natu- 
rally stirred up a protest that was 
long and loud. Answering all que- 
ries as to why the batter was out, 
Byron replied “becruse of interfer- 
ence,” and explained: 

“Vocal, purely vocal; whe is the 
next hitter?” 

That batter stands out as one of 
the few batsmen to go back to the 
bench for the customary drink of 
water after he was declared out be- 
cause of vocal interference. 

Score Card Interference. 

Following the theory established 
by Bill Byron, I might give “inter- 
ference on the part of a score card” 
as the reason for.a play in Cleve- 
land. Such a play came up five or 
six’ years ago, when Ira Thomas 
was catching for Connie Mack’s 
Athletics. The gcore was close. 
Cleveland had rm ceuple of men on 
base, and two out, when the Cleve- 
land bgatter hit a foul fly back of 
the catcher. 

A rather high wind was blowing, 
making it difficult for Thomas to 
judge the ball accurately. He was 
forced to go within a foot or two 
of the grand stand before deciding 
he was in the proper position to 
make the catch. 

With the ball not more than a 
dozen feet in the air and the eyes 
of Thomas glued on its descent, a 
spectator in a box, either with mal- 
ice aforethought or purely accident- 
ally, tossed his score card in the 
general direction of where Thomas 
was standing. The fan had great 
control, because the card  atruck 
Thomas in the face, momentarily 
blinding him, causing him to lose 
sight of the ball and duck his head, 
as one does in time of danger. The 
ball struck Thomas in the back. 

I called the batter out, retiring 
the side and breaking up the Cleve- 
land rally. For a time it caused 
considerable protest, but the justice 
of the ruling soon became apparent 
not only to @7%® Cleveland players, 
but to the fans as well, who loudly 
hissed the guilty fan for the hap- 
pening. 

Rare Bit of Interference, 


Joe Cantillon knows every angle 
of the game, because he not only 


-has umpired and played but man- 


aged as well. I always will recall 
the finesse with which Joe pulled 
a bit of interference when manag- 
ing the Wrashington club, even 
though he lost the decision.

man up. It looked as if Washine- 
ton had a chance to stage a rally 
that would sew up the game. A 
base hit on the part of the batsman 
was the most desired thing in the 
world, from Cantillon’s point of 
view. The batsman, Jim Delahanty, 
was aman in whom Joe had a lot 
of confidence. 

Evidently Joe had instructed Jim 
not to do any waiting, but take a 
crack at the first one that looked 
g00d to him. Delahanty didn’t 
waste a bit of time, because he took 
a healthy cut at the first one that 
came his way. His effort was a 
high fly in the direction of first 
Harry Davis, playing first 
base for the Athletics at that time.

It seemed like the surest kind of 
an out, because Davis was death to 
balls hit in the air. In going aft- 
er the ball, Davis was carried close 
to the Washington bench, which was 
situated midway between first base 
and the home plate. Joe Cantillon 
always had a habit of sitting slight- 
ly out In front of the bench on a 
folding chair. Davis, in order to 
reach the ball was compelled to 
pass the point at which Cantillon 
was seated. Joe in a most polite 
manner, rose from his chair as 
Davis advanced, as if to give him 
the right-of-way due a fielder. For 
a moment it struck me as being very 
courteous of Joe to do so hecause, 
as a rule, opposing players always 
try to make it as hard as possible 
for the fielder to make a play. 


Closes Chair With Bang. 


As Joe got up, instead of pulling 
the chair under the bench as I 
thought he would do, or even leav- 
ing it in {ts present position, he 
picked the chair up, extended it at 
arm's length and folded it with a 
bang, then withdrew under the cov- 
er of the bench. It so happened the 
chair closed with a bang. fust as 
Davis passed Cantillon. Harrw didn’t 
come within a foot of making the 
catch, which would have been the 
easiest kind of a chance, had it not 
been for Cantillon’s kindly efforts. 
Joe at the time insisted he was evi- 
dently being penalized for being 
over polite, that if he hadn't folded 
the chair and pulled it under the 
bench, in all probability nothing 
would have come of it. 

While. Bill Byron’s vocal interfer- 
ence is surely something out of the 
ordinary on which to retire a bats- 
man. I feel interference on the part 
of the score ecard and the folding 
chair, run a close second and third.

Buy ing I s Urg ed Head of Indiana Truck Cor- 


poration Gives Logical Rea- 
son Why There Will Be 
No Sale for Them. 


“T have positive assurance from 
Cc. C. Hanch, chairman of the auto- 
motive section of the war industries 
board, that overnment-owned 
trucks will not be placed on the 
market,” stated C. G. Barley, presi- 
dent of the Indiana Truck corpora- 
tion, of Marion, Ind., who was in At- 
lanta this week advising and con- 
sulting with the Indiana-Georgia 
Truck company, Indiana truck dis- 
tributors for this section. 


“We can best illustrate why the | 


government cannot market these 
trucks by supposing that a man does 
actually buy one,’ continued Mr 
Barley. “In the course of time he 
would have to have a part—no truck 
can be built that doesn’t—then the 
owner's trouble would begin. All 
these trucks were built according to 
government specifications, No 
manufacturer is now, or will likely 
ever manufacture a truck for the 
market with anything near the same 
specifications, as they would be en- 
tirely too expensive to operate, con- 
sequently parts would not be ob- 
tainable, 

“Even if some manufacturer were 
to make a stock of parts for the

sumer would be in a _ very little 
better position, for no local dealer 
would find it profitable or even pos- 
sible to carry a stock of parts for a 
truck no longer in production. The 
owner would, therefore, have to get 
his parts from the factory at exor- 
bitant prices, and have them attach- 
ed by a mechanic not familiar with 
their construction. phe aor caused 
by such conditio woul make 
these trucks an expensive proposi- 
tion for the owner even if they were 
a gift from the government, as time 
is one of the greatest of transpor- 
tation problems. 

“The government can retain these 
trucks in the various departments 
now using automotive transporta- 
tion, and can ‘mother’ them without 
any great disadvantage, because 
they will all be in one unit and 
parts depots can easily be arranged, 
but, if they are placed on the mar- 
ket they will be scattered into thou- 
sands of units that cannot be reach- 
= for service by any Known meth-

The Farmer’s Inventory. 


It is the custom of business men 
to take an inventory once annually 
to determine the status of their af- 
‘fairs, An inventory is a list of 

goods or property with a conserva- 

tive estimate of the value of each 
‘item listed. Inventories show: the 
‘progress of a business and a com- 
~ Parison of the yearly inventories 

@long with a statement of what- 

ever capital is added to or taken 

from the business, will show the 

profit or loss that has resulted. 

me times the inventory -is simply 

to find out what part of the stock 

has. been most depleted and needs 

replacing, but usually the value of 

the items is added so that the pres- 

ent worth of the business can be 

determined. This is and should al- 
‘Ways be the prime object of the 
entory. 

t is a common practice to take 

the inventory at the beginning o? 

the calendar year, but often other 

dates are used, such as the anni- 
versary of the beginning of an en- 
terprise or the date at which stock 
on hand runs lowest so that it is 
less work to take the inventg¢pry. 

On the farm it is usually most @n- 

venient to take the inventory when 

the stocks of teed in the barns are 
rather low so that a better estimate 
can be made as to their value. March 

1 then is a gooa time to do this 

work or some time in the spring; 

at this time not only is the supply 
sof feed lower, but the number of 
animais on hand is usually lower 
/on account of the sale or slaughter 
sof fat cattle and of hogs during 
“the winter months. The tenant who 
moves every year will find it most 
convenient to list his property as he 
Ymoves—but the one who moves every 
syear is not likely to be in the class 
“interested in inventories. 

The farm inventory should show, 
4f the person is home-owner, the 
‘number of acres and the value, the 
mature and value of the buildings. 
Then in a second group should be 
the number or names and value of 
the workstock, and included with 
them all plow gears, brushes, whips, 
or other paraphernalia that may be 
associated with the workstock; the 
feed, too, may be grouped with 
them, but it may be just as well 
to make a separate group of the 
feeds or group them with seeds. 
In another group will be placed the 
dairy animals or ‘hogs if either be 
one. of the main lines of production 
on the farm, or, if not, all the other 
livestock of the place may be 
grouped together and with them 
any special articles of equipment 
peculiar to the work with them, 
and unless it be given separa 
grouping, the feed for these wil 
also be given. In another group will 
be included’ alb of the small hand 
tools, all the horse-drawn tools and 
vehicles and all of the power ma- 
chinery. And then there will be a 
group for feed and seed, and for 
other farm products unsold, such as 
cotton, potatoes, peanuts. 

In determining the value of the 
different products and things given 
in the inventory, an estimate of 
what the things would bring at pub- 
lie auction will come very near to 
giving their worth; most any farm- 
er can put a fair estimate on the 
Value of the different things upon 
his farm, though his mind is. some- 
‘times biased to-value too highly his 
favorite horse or cow. The sum 
of the values of the different 
groups together with the cash on 
hand or in bank will give the pres- 
ent worth of the farmer, though 
of course debts and bills receivable 
should be taken intd account should 
there be any such. Comparison of 
the statement for the present year 
with that of the past year gives 
the gain or loss for the year; the 
oniv objection or criticism against 
an inventory is that it fails to show 
where there are several lines of 
business or different_crops on a 
farm. just in which ones the profit 
or loss has been made. Hence it 
is to be taken only as an index of 
progress, but with it must be com- 
bined more detailed methods of 
bookkeeping if exact knowledge of 
the operations is to be obtained. 

Few farmers keep anv sort of 
books nor do they have much of an 
idea as to their financial worth: the 
inventory is the first step toward 
finding ovt where the farmer is “at” 
in his husiness affairs. As spring 
is now here and the stocks of feed 
and supplies are low, and the fat 
stock all slaughteréd, now will be 
a good time to take such an inven- 
torv and find out one’s standing 
before entering upon the work of 
the new crop vear.

is deposited primarily in the states 
of Colorado, Nevada and Utah, old 
lake deposits in Nebraska and in 
California, and in addition to these 
potash has been obtained as a by- 
product from various cement plants 
and from sugar-beet factories. Pos- 
sibly there are other sources from. 
which potash has been obtained, but 
these furnish orpapecens “A the entire 
supply of domestic potash. ‘ 

As to the amounts that have been 
furnished, estimates based on the 
output of these various factories 
arg to the effect that in 1917 the 
production of potash was equal to 
one-seventh of the pre-war normal 
demand and that in 1918 the supply 
was equal to about one-fourth of 
the pre-war normal demand. The 
price af potash has been about sev- 
en times higher than the pre-war 
price and has been sufficient to 
stimulate all endeavor and efforts 
in getting up a home supply of this 
fertilizer, and yet has failed to ret 
up amounts sufficient for our needs, 
though, of course, had the war con- 
tinued, larger and larger percent- 
ages of our pre-war demand would 
have been obtained; probably the 
1919 supply will be 50 per cent 
greater than that of 1918 or it may 
reach more than 40 per cent of the 
demand. 

Quality of the Potash. 


In all of the various materials 
from which potash has been ob- 
tained, no very large percentages of 
potash have been found. In the 
muriate and sulphates of potash 
from Germany about 50 per cent of 
potash is found; in kainit about 12 
per cent, and in double salts about 
25 per cent. As the amounts of pot- 
ash in our domestic materials has 
been so low it is doubtful if all of 
the sources now being worked will 
continue to be worked when the 
price of potash returns to its nor- 
mal, if it does not return to its pre- 
war normal price. Hardwood ashes 
contain but about 3 per cent of pot- 
ash, tobacco stems and refuse about 
8 per cent, kelp about 15 per cent,

As to the value of the potash from 
these various sources, it is, of course, 
as valuable as that from foreign 
sources of same grade or solubility. 
It is put out mostly in the carbonate 
and sulphate form, sometimes as an 
oxide or in other combinations. 

There is, though, this to be said 
about some of the American pot- 
ash—there is a certain amount of 
borax mixed with the deposit of 


potash that comes from some parts 
of California. It has been found 
that this borax is a source of trou- 
ble, in that it is injurious to plants 
if it exists in even as low as 2 per 
cent.of the material; it causes them 
to yellow or blacken and die and | 
will cause irreparable injury in 
cases wheer it does not kill them 
outright. Users of the American | 
potash, then, should bear this in 
mind, and in purchasing their sup- 
ply stipulate the source of the pot- 
ash so as to make sure against 
getting any of this deleterious ma- 
terial from the western states. 
While it is not desirous to decry all 
of our potash, so much effort has 
been made to develop a home indus- | 
try, when a substance that is ac- | 
tually injurious to plant life is 
found in a fertilizer, it is unwise to | 
furnish its sale, as this tends to cast

ARMENIAN MANDATE 
FOR UNITED STATES 


Paris, March 8—The mandates 
for administration of the German 
colonies and the territories of Asi- 
atic Turkey will not be apportioned 
among the powers by the peace con- 
ference until President Wilson re- 
turns, according to The Temps to- 
day. Prevailing opinion in confer- 
ence circles, the newspaper  de- 
clares, is that the United States is 
ready to accept a mandate for Ar- 
menia. It is expected that Smyrna 
will be allotted to Greece; the man- 
date for Syria, including Damascus 
and Alexandria to France, and that 
for Mesopotamia and Palestine to 
Great Britain, according to this au- 
thority. 

It appears likely, continues the 
article, that Great Britain will be 
given the mandate for German East 
Africa, and that France will receive 
one for the greater part of the 
Kamerun and Togoland. Southeast 
Africa, according to this plan, will 
be joined to the union of South 
Africa. 

In the Pacific, it seems likely, the 
newspaper declares, that Japan will 
keep the German islands north of 
the equator, and Australia all the

ON CAMP BENNING 


Infantry School of Arms 
Near Columbus Will Be 
Completed—After Hear- 
ing Georgians, Baker Or- 
ders Work Resumed.

Washington, March 8.—(Special.) 
The Infantry School of Arms at Co- 
lumbus, Ga., is to be ggmpleted, Sec- 
retary of War Baker having this 
morning issued orders to resume the 
work of construction on Fort Ben- 
ning. This will become a perma- 
nent military school on the order 
of West Point. 

The decision to complete the work 
on the fort, which was suspended 
some weeks ago when the senate 
military affairs committee voted to 
disapprove the project, was made 
by the secretary of war in a con- 
ference with Congressman W. C. 
Wright, Senator Smith and Assist- 
ant Secretary of War Crowell. 

Georgians Submit Brief. 

The Georgians this morning sub- 
mitted a brief to Secretary Baker 
in which the point was brought 
out that the war department follow- 
ing a vote of seven to seven by 
the senate military affairs commit- 
tee last Tuesday to reconsider the 
project was under no instructions 
from congress.

Secretary Baker after having 
heard from Senator Smith and Con- 
gressman Wright turned to Secre- 
tary Crowell and instructed him to 
complete the fort on the modified 
plans which were drawn up some 
weeks ago following the first ad- 
verse action on the part of the mili- 
tary affairs committee of the sen- 
ate.

The fort is considered one of the 
biggest military projects of the en- 
tire country, it being a permanent 
institution for the training of the 
soldiers.

much valuable personal property

Losses due to other acts of Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary § in- 
clude destruction and requisition of 
American properties both in enemy 
territory and territory occupied at 
various times by enemy forces. 

The state department statistics 
show that American citizens at the 
outbreak of the war had _ about 
$300,000,000 worth of property in 
enemy countries and in those which 
have been under enemy occupation.

TRUST NO LEAGUE 
URGES GEN. WOOD 


But Pursue the Policy of 
Rational Preparedness. 
General Urges Care for 
Returning Soldiers and 
More Pay for Teachers. 


New York, March 8.—Major Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, commander of 
the central department, in the first 
public address he has made in many 
months, today warned the American 
public not to let “anything whether 
a league of nations, a Hague tri- 
bunal or an international arbitration 
system, replace a policy of sound 
rational preparedness,” if the coun- 
try is to remain in a'state of peace. 

The general, who spoke at the 
opening of the Methodist centenary 
movement, declared that “‘“verba] 
massage, however skilfully applied, 
will not maintain a permanent 
peace.”’ 

He reiterated his well-known stand 
for universal military training, as- 
serting that whatever may be said 
by its opponents, there was “noth- 
ing bad against it.” 

Take Care of Soldiers. 

With “radicalism and wretched, 
miserable Bolshevism stalking 
through the country,” said General 
Wood, some soldiers would offer a 
fertile field for its seeds of discon- 
tent if they were allowed to go 
home feeling the country had not 
been as thoughtful of them as was 
their due. 

“We sent them to our home camps 
and overseas,” he continued, ‘‘with 
every form of encouragement, mak- 
ing them feel they were crusaders 
in a holy cause. Now they are com- 
ing home, having fought.in the war 
which was as much our’war as it 
was the war of any country from 
the day it began. 

“Some of these men, wearing the 
uniform of our country, lack work, 
funds, a place to sleep, even food. 
Some of them have wasted their 
money; thousands have been drug- 
ged and robbed. Many of them are 
unreasonable, irritable, as a result 
of shell shock or the constant men- 
tal photograph before them of 
slaughtered human beings. But they 
are our soldiers, and we must re- 
turn them honorably to private 
life.” 

The general declared men dis- 
charged from the training camps 
were entitled to as much consider- 
ation as those returning from Eu- 


rope. 

Declaring “the red flag” was try- 
ing to break up American institu- 
tions and the American home, 
General Wood urged for the country 
“one flag nd one language,” ad- 
vocating that no tongue but English 
be taught in the elementary 
schools. 

Higher Pay for School Teachers. 

He pleaded for sound teaching of 
American history @with no loose 
boasts of what we are supposed to 
have done,” and favored  nation- 
wide recognition of the need of 
higher salaries for teachers, assert- 
ing “the present niggardly pay pol- 
icy” endangered future of American 
citizens, “whose thought is moulded 
by the men and women presiding 
in our class rooms.”

$8,000 IN BOOZE 


Frank Cooperage Works 
Raided and One White 
Man and Three Negroes 
Are Placed Under Arrest 


About $8,000 worth of blind tiger 
liquor was seized, and one white 
man and three negroes placed un- 
der arrest, when city detectives, ac- 
companied by local revenue agents, 
staged one of the largest whisky 
raids that has been made in the 
city for several months, late Sat- 
urday afternoon, at the Frank 
Cooperage works, in the rear of 325 
Decatur street. The big raid oc- 
curred within two blocks of the po- 
lice station. 

Three full barrels and one about 
half full of a good quality of rye 
whisky, approximating about 200 
gallons, were seized in the raid. 
There were something like 8,000 or 
10,000 empty barrels in the cooper- 
age works, operated by the 
Coca-Cola company. The  bar- 
rels containing the liquor were 
found by the officers, who 
tapped several hundred empty ones 
before the 200 gallons were found. 

Four Arrests, Made. 

G. L. Carroll, a cooper, of 327 De- 
catur street, who the police allege, 
was watching one of the negroes 
pour out the liquor from one of the 
barrels into a small receptacle, was 
arrested on the charge of violating 
the prohibition law and is now held 
at headquarters under a $3,000 bond. 
The three negroes said to have been 
found in the establishment are 
James Count, rear 80 Gilmer street; 
Tim Carlton, of Hapeville, and Syl-

ch, 
The officers staging the raid were 
Detectives’ hitley, pas 1 Doyal 
and Allen, and Deputy arshals 
Dickson and Kirkland, of the local 
revenue bureau. Government ex- 
perts examined the liquor and stated 
that the whisky was about 90 proof. 

When the liquor was confiscated 
the officers commandeered a large 
dray, which made two trips, before 
the whisky was all taken to the sta- 
tion house, where it was placed in 
the large whisky vault. 


No Statement by Carroll, 


Asked if he had any statement 
concerning the seizure of the liquor, 
Carroll said that his attorney had 
advised him to keep silent. He said 
that Coca Cola company for some 
time have been buying thousands of 
whisky barrels from the “wet” 
states, because.of the surplus, which 
was calised by the approach of the 
national prohibition law. 

According to the police they were 
“tipped” off early Saturday by a 
man, who had purchased a quart 
for $12. They state they have in- 
formation that many barrels of 
whisky have been shipped into the 
city along with the empty ones. . 

C. H. Candler, president of the 
Coca Cola company, was much sur- 
prised Saturday night when inform- 
ed that the police had seized whisky 
at the cooperage plant. 

“We use the building for storing 
empty barrels,” he said, “and of- 
ficers of the Coca Cola company 
have never received any intimation 
that any employees of the cooper- 
age plant were under suspicion of 
receiving liquor. Tonight's report 
is the first knowledge we have had 
of the affair.” 


100,000 U. 5. SOLDIERS 


Washington, March g/_-Present es- 
timates of military authorities put 
the number of Americans disabled 
in the war at 100,000. O? this num- 
ber it is estimated 80,000 will be 
able to return to their old occu- 
pations, leaving 20,000 who need 
retraining fo rwork suited to their 
maimed conditions. 

The federal board for vocational 
education, appealing to the country 
today for aid in the campaign to 
make disabled soldiers independent 
by making thtm_ self-supporting, 
announced that so far 13,000 injured 
men have registered for retrain- 
ing. The applications of 1,300 have 
been approved and 500 actually have 
started courses in re-education. The 
experience of France and England, 
that only 25 per cent of the men 
needed retraining take advantage of 
the facilities offered, seems certain 
to be surpassed in this country, the 
federal board believes, “in view of 
the greater generosity of this gov- 
ernment.” At Jeast 15,000 disabled 
men are expected to enroll for vo- 
cational courses. 

Tuition, books and living ex- 
penses are provided all disabled men 
taking courses, which may range 
from six months’ shop training to a 
four years’ college course. In no 
case does the allowance fall below 
$65 a month. 


READJUSTMENT TO HIT 
“ALL U. S. CLASSES 


Washington, March 8.—The federal 
reserve board, in its forthcoming 
monthly bulletin says all classes 
must share in the results of read- 
justment, including wage and price 
matters, soon to be expected. With- 
out mentioning specifically the at- 
titude of either labor or employers, 
the bulletin, according to a review 
issued today, says: 

“It would be unreasonable for 
any factor in production to assert 
that it would not bear its share in 
the general process of readjustment. 
Such readjustment is designed for 
the common benefit of all partici- 
pants in industry and the public at 
large. If it be equitably carried out, 
its effects will not tend,_to favor 
any particular class or group in the 
commun <y, but will operate to in- 
crease Wa general volume of busi- 
ness and the regularity and smooth- 
(ness with which the industrial 


mechanism moves and functions.”

Washington, March 8.—David R. 
Francis, who went to Russia as 
American ambaseador In 1916 be- 
fore the overthrow of the monarchy 
and who remained there until after 
the Bolshevists had seized the gov- 
ernment, in testifying today before 
the senate committee Investigating 
lawless propaganda, warned that 
should the Bolshevists be permitted 
to remain in power all Russia would 
be exploited by the Germans. With- 
in ten years under such conditions, 
he said, Germany would be the vice 
tor of the war in that the nation 
would be stronger In every way thay 
it was in 1914, 

Bolshevists Menace to Peace. 

Ambassador Francis told the com< 
mittee a complete and thorough un<« 
derstanding of the Russian menace 
convinces him that with the Bol 
shevists in .power in Russia, peace 
not only in Europe, but throughout 
the entire world was an utter im< 
possibility. He said even now there 
was good réason for beHeving Ger- 
man and Austrian officers were with 
the red forces operating in narthern 
Russia, and he added the Germans 
steadily were getting a grip upon 
the vitals of Russia and her indus- 
tries. 

Mr. Francis further testified in- 
formation had reached him that 
Raymond Robins, former American 
Red Cross commissioner to Russia, 
had upon his return to the United 
States carried a proposal from the 
Bolshevik government to President 
Wilson. 

From a source which he regarded 
as reliable, Mr. Francis said he 
heard that Mr. Robins brought doc- 
uments in which the Bolshevik 
leaders offered under certain con- 
ditions to make concessions to the 
United States similar to those given 
Germany by the Brest-Litovsk 
treaty. 

Robins Didn't Get to Wilson. 

In support of this information, 
the ambassador told the committee 
that he had heard Mr. Robins as 
the latter was leaving Russia say 
to an Associated Press correspond- 
ent that if he could get an hour's 
conversation with the president, he 
could bring recognition of the Bole« 
shevik government. 

The ambassador sald so far as he

Rebins Discussed at Length. 

The ambassador discussed Colone} 
Robins at some length. He said he 
had heard the Red Cross representa- 
tive referred to as the “mouthpiece 
of America,” and the reference be- 
came so frequent he was obliged to 
issue a public notice, saying he rep- 
resented the American government, 
and statements coming from any 
other source were unauthorized. Mr. 
Francis declared Colonel Robins 
wanted him to “follow the Bolshe- 
vist government to Moscow,” when 
itmoved therefrom Petrograd. The 
Red Cross representative was said 
by the ambassador to have had 
every facility placed at his disposal] 
by the Bolshevists with whom he 
was persona grata.

Russian Exeriences of Francis. 

Ambassador Francis told in detail 
the story of his experiences in Rus- 
sia. 

Beginning with his arrival at 
Petrograd when there was no whis- 
per of the coming overthrow of the 
czar, Mr. Francis explained that his 
mission primarily was to negotiate 
anew commercial treaty to réplace 
the one abrogated because of Rus- 
sia’s attitude toward traveling Amer- 
ican citizens of Jewish birth. He 
told how the foreign minister in- 
formed him that no treaties would 
be negotiated. until Russia’s rela- 
tions with the allies were further 
defined and how shortly thereafter 
the conclusion of a treaty between 
Japan and Russia was announced. 
The explanation to the American 
ambassador was that only commer- 
cial treaties had been referred to in 
the conversation with him. 

Mr. Francis said he found the 
Germans so strongly entrenched in 
Russia that they could not have 
been dislodged in years. Even the 
war had not broken their control 
over Russian industry. 


Lenine German Agent. 


Mr. Francis said there was not 
the slightest doubt in his mind that 
Lenine was from the very begin- 
ning an agent of the German gov- 
ernment. 

“The Germans never would have 
permitted him to come through Ger- 
many had they not known he would 
be useful to them,” the ambassa- 
dor declared. ‘‘Moreover, Lenine dis- 
bursed large amounts of money. I 
believe, however, that Lenine was 
even more concerned about starting 
& world-wide revolution than he 
was about furthering the interests 
of Germany. He later not only per- 
mitted, but encouraged the reign 
of terror which still prevails in Rus- 
sia.” 

Ambassador Francis described in 
some detail events preceding and 
immediately following the overthrow 
of the czar and the ascension to 
power of Kerensky. He said he be- 
lieved Kerensky made his blg mis- 


take when he failed to arrest and 
try for treason both Lenine and 
Trotzky when the pair first appear- 
ed as factors in the political situa- 
tion. His personal opinion, founded 
upon intimate knowledge of condt- 
tions, he said, was that Lenine ac- 
tually was the brains of the Bol- 
shevist movement, that he was a 
fanatic, but at the same time held 
some sincere ideas. 
Trotsky an Adventurer. 

Mr. Francis described Trotzky as 
being purely an adventurer, who was 
dominated by Lenine whenever the 
pair were in digagreement on any 
subject. . 

The Kerensky government, the 
ambassador asserted, in response 
to questions by Senator King, real- 
‘ly stod for law and order and did 
its best under trying conditions to 
set up a stable democratic govern- 
ps ty All during the Kerensky re- 
gime, Mr. Francis said, the Bolshe- 
vists were trying to undermine the 
government and they were given 
considerable assistance by mon- 
archist advocates and the. Black 
Hundred. These sympathizers with

ARMY WILL HOLD 
OVER 900,000 MEN 


About 200,000 Drafted 
Men Will Be Kept—Gen. 
March Says 509,909 Of- 
ficers and Men Are Nec- 
essary. 


Washington, March 8.—Retention 
within the army of about 200,000 
men, obtained originally through 
the drafts and by transfer from the 
national guard, is planned by the 
war department in building up the 
temporary military establishment of 
the nation. This was definitely 
made known here today by General 
March, chief of staff, who an- 
nounced the decision of the war de- 
partment that the army would “not 
be reduced under any circum- 
stances” below 509,909 until some 
law was passed fixing the perma- 
nent forces. 

“All the military problems that 
confront us have been carefully con- 
sidered, determining the number of 
men necessary,” General March 
said, “and we cannot get along 
without that number—509,909—and 
they will be held.’’ 

Voluntary Enlistment for Army. 

Under existing legislation, the 
maximum war strength of the per- 
manent army is around 298,000. The 
exact figure, officers explained, 
cannot be stated since some of the 
staff corps, as the quartermaster 
corps, for instance, are permitted 
wide latitude in their expansion. 
Voluntary enlistment to fill the 
regular army have been reinaugu- 
rated both in this country and in 
France, General Pershing having 
been authorized to transfer recruits 
Obtained from the expeditionary 
forces to the regular organizations 
and to release an equivalent num- 
ber of drafted men. There will re- 
main, however, a deficiency of 200,- 
000 from the total declared by the 
military authorities to be the mini- 
mum consistent With the responsi- 
bilities of the United States. These 
men, therefore, will have to come 
from the forces which the war de- 
partment had planned to demobi- 
lize. 

Secretary Baker several days ago 
in explaining the position of the 
war department as a result of the 
failure of the sixty-fifth congress 


to pass the army reorganization and 
appropriation bill, said his greatest 
regret was that “a large number 
of men will now have to be re- 
tained in the service.” 

The selective service act, under 
which many of the men to be re- 
tained were inducted, fixes four 
months after the presidential proc- 
lamation of peace, as the maximum 
for the retention of members of the 
temporary forces, Military author- 
ities foresee no complication as a 
result of this limitation, however, 
‘feeling certain that the final peace 
treaty cannot be agreed upon before 
May at the earliest. This will ex- 
tend the enlistment period of the 
draft contingents to September, be- 
fore which they feel certain con- 
gress will have acted to relieve the 
situation:

To do so will require a much 
larger fund than we are now asking from 
the American people. We cannot afford to 
turn down the French government’s request.

Hutcheson Anti-Dancing Petition Not 
Favored by Social Service Workers 


Military police authorities and 
trained social workers interviewed 
by The Georgian as to their attitude 
on the proposal by Carl Hutcheson, 
Atlanta attorney, to close public 
dance halls, appeared much surpris- 
ed at the vehemence of expression 
and the startling nature of the 
grounds upon which Mr. Hutcheson 
based his petition to the Mayor 
and City Council, 

Both the military police and the 
Government welfare workers declin- 
ed to make public statements in re- 
ply to the charges of Mr. Hutche- 
son, but intimated that the authori- 
ties could, if they considered the pe- 
tition seriously, obtain all the infor- 
mation they wanted from the rec- 
ords of the city and receive the full 
co-operation from the military au- 
thorities and welfare workers in an 
investigation. 

Lieutenant Bennett, -of the milf- 
tary police, declined to make a pub- 
lic statement on the ground that his 
organization could not be put in the 
light of either defending or attack- 
ing an institution or custom not 
within the province of the military 
authorities. He denied, however 
that military police officers ha 
stated their opposition to the dance 
— to Mr, utcheson or anyone 
else. 

Merely Watch Soldiers, 

He said the military police inter- 
est in the dance halls was confined 
to sending representatives to the 
dances where soldiers take part to 
see that they comported themselves 
as soldiers and gentlemen = should, 
and that regulations were rigidly 
enforced. He said that so far as he 
knew the dances were orderly and 
clean and that nothing less than 
this would be permitted where the 
military authorities could prevent it. 

Army social welfare workers 
whose business it is to attend dances 
where soldiers take part, in order to 
safeguard the morals of the girls as 
well as the soldiers, refused to take 
the Hutcheson petition seriously. 
They said that the move to abolish 
dance halls was merely a manifesta- 
tion of the usual prejudice which 
exists in many communities to some 
extent against dancing as a social 
practice and that it was not founded 
on any violation of moral ethics at 
any of the dance halls where they 
were called upon to serve. 

“It is merely a question of ‘to 
dance or not to dance,’ and there is 
nothing else involved but that ques- 
tion.” said a trained social worker 
who is engaged in this work for the 
Government. “If the soldiers have 
not the right to dance in a well- 
lighted public hall, surrounded by 
every moral safeguard, then nobody 


could have the right to dance, even 
in private homes. 


Dances Are Wholesome. 

“There is leas immorality in these 
public dancea than there is in any 
other form of general public gath- 
ering I know of, and there is much 
that is good and wholesome. _ in- 
stead of these properly conducted 
dances being provocative of unde- 
sirable instincts, they provide a4 
safety valve for the social instincts 
of men and women that is extremé- 
ly valuable, 

“To shut the soldier off from the 
only form of public social enjoy- 
ment open to him now would be to 
penalize him for serving his country 
and would have a very bad effect, 
indeed. It would serve only to pre- 
vent normal and sane social feelings 
into abnormal and unwholesomeée 
manifestations which would surely 
find an outlet in some way. Danc- 
ing is natural for young and old 
people and where properly conduct- 
ed is the finest and healthiest form 
of social amusement that I know of. 
To gay that the dance halls should 
be closed because of some isolated 
incident is to say that every public 

athering of men and women should 
* prohibited. 

Can’t Abolish Dancing. 

“Why not face this human need 
for social activity as we face every 
other human need? Compare it with 
the need for drinking water. Be- 
cause some drinking water causes 
disease, shall we prohibit the dis- 
tribution and use of water? No, we 
erect a water plant and equip it 
thoroughly with machinery to purify 
it and give it the widest distribnu- 
tion. And so with dancing. Wea 
can’t abolish it, but we can control 
and purify it. That is what we have 
done here in Atlanta. The people 
who attend the public dance halls 
of this city do so in order to avail 
themselves of the opportunity pro- 
vided for clean and wholesome oen- 
joyment. With every safeguard 
thrown around these places of pub- 
lic amusement, they are far less 
dangerous than the atreet corners 
and public streets to morality, and 
indeed are conducive to the promo- 
tion of better morals. 

“The War Department has exerted 
every means at its command to 
make communities near which can- 
tonments have been established 
clean and fit for soldiers to go to. 
Some institutions have been ahbol- 
ished, among them saloons and low 
places which were formerly the only 
public places of amusement. Some- 
thing must take the place of those 
inatitutions and for this reason 
dancing is encouraged and every 
provision is made to see that immo- 
rality is not increased, but even less- 
ened, by thus providing a means 


of clean and wholesome amusement.”

we ever been isolated? Not finan- 
cially, not commercially, not social- 
ly. We have been isolated only in 
a political sense—only in the sense 
that we have not bound ourselves 
to take part in alien quarrels. God 
forbid that the American people 
ever allow themselves to be chained 
to that body of death, a permanent 
foreign political alliance, involving 
them forever in historic and alien 
animosities, in racial and alien 
hatreds. 

“It is said that we are now a 
world power, and that we must take 
up new burdens. We are, indeed, a 
world power, and we do not intend 
to surrender that position and be- 
come the tail of an international 
kite. We welcome new burdens if 
they are legitimate; but we decline 
those belonging to others which 
they are eager to unload on us.

Senator Sherman defended his part 
in the filibuster which prevented 
passage of important legislation in 
the final hour of the last congress, 
saying: 

“When appropriation bills and 
measures of such significance that 
they change the whole standard of 
national conditions are held back 
until the last ten or twelve hours 
of the session so they cannot be read 
let alone studied, even though all 
the bills might be meritorious, the 
chance for evil is so great a senator 
is justified in filibustering to warn 
the senate that business cannot be 
done in that way.” 

He said the big bills left over 
could as well be attended to when 
congress is reconvened in summer, 
“there being no war emergency.” 
He added that “the only reason the 
president does not want to convene 
congress while he is in Europe is 
that it will not be a democratic con- 
gress.”

GUST OF KEEPING COW 
IN ATLANTA 1S SHOWN 


Exact figures and complete data, 
including every possible 


cow have been obtained, which 
would indicate that the production 
of milk in large quantities should 
at this time cost less than 30 cents 
a gallon. This is an 
point in the light of the recent dis- 
cussions as to who is responsible 
for the high price of milk in At- 
lanta. 

If it costs the farmer in the neigh- 
borhood of 30 cents a gallon to pro- 
duce milk, it is pointed out that 
it cannot be contended that 45 cents 
is an exorbitant price for him to 
receive for it. Again, the whole- 
saler who sells his product for 60 
cents, as most of the depots do to 
drug stores and other consumers of 
this kind, it is not likely to receive 
criticism. But the distributor who 
purchases direct from the producer 
for 45 cents and then sells for $1 
has not yet given any satisfactory 
explanation of what becomes of tha 
gross profit of 55 cents. 

Keeps Accurate Account. 


R. D. Kneale, professor of engi- 
neering at Georgia Tech, is a dis- 
interested producer, that is, he runs 
a barnyard simply for the advan- 
tage his family derives from it, 
offering no milk for sale. He has 
kept an accurate and minute ac- 
count of the expense connected with 
the keeping of his cow, which be 
bought in 1915 for $70. 

While he has the higher cost of 
maintaining a cow on a city lot, of 
buying foodstuffs retail at top mar- 
ket price, and of employing labor 
for one cow, where several could be 
taken care of with little more ex-

An interesting comparison made 
by Mr. Kneale is that the last year 
in which he purchased milk and 
butter his bill for thése two prod- 
ucts used, of course, with much 
economy, amounted to $167.50, al- 
most the same sum for which he was 
able to keep a cow the first year, 
when he was able to have all the 
milk, butter and cream which the 
family and chickens could use. He 
has a family of three and a servant. 

His cow averages the year-round 
3,700 quarts of milk, which would 
make a little over 10 quarts a day. 

If Mr. Kneale were to sell milk 
at 45 cents a gallon, the price which 
most of the producers receive. he 
would have a profit of 15 cents a 
gallon. If, as some small produc- 
ers who are also distributors, he 
sold his milk for 20 cents a quart 
he would then have the excessive 
profit of 50 cents a gallon. 

Mayor to Support Measure. 

It was announced Saturday, fol- 
lowing the adverse report given the 
proposed milk ordinance by the or- 
dinance committee of council on Fri- 
day that Mayor Key would support 
the measure when it comes up in 
council on next Monday. It is un- 
derstood that the mayor strongly 
favors a commission to control milk 
traffic, one which fairly represents 
both the dealer and consumer. 

The women of the investigating 
committee have strong hopes that 
council will pass the milk ordinance 
in spite of the committee’s report.

ATTACKS BURLESON 


“Postmaster General Burleson is 
wholly out of joint with the Wilson 
administration; he is one man who 
seems to be entirely in conflict with 
nearly all of the Wilson policies,” 
said Sylvester J. Konencamp, in- 
ternational president of the Com- 
mercial Telegraphers’ Union of 
America, who arrived in Atlanta 
Saturday and will address an open 
meeting of the union and non-union 
workers at 3 o’clock Sunday after- 
noon at Odd Fellows’ hall, No. 12% 
West Alabama street, and also an 
executive session of the Atlanta 
district council at 7:30 Sunday 
night. 

Mr. Konencamp agreed with those 
who have charged Mr. Burleson 
with befne the “Old Man of the Sea” 
of Mr. Wilson’s administration, add- 


ing: “Hig treatment of the postof- 


|.fice employees and of everyone else 


who has come under his control, 
has done more to create radicalism 
and industrial unrest than any 
other single policy followed in the 
United States, and I don’t wonder 
at the insistent demand throughout 
the country for Burleson’s resigna- 
tion.”’ ‘ 
Are Still in Control. 

He called atttention to the fact 
that while a great deal of criti- 
cism has been heard about govern- 
ment control of the wires, it should

ATLANTA FORECASTER 


Clearing and fooler weather for 
Atlanta will begin today, if the 
combined promises of the local 
weather bureau and Washington 
weather officials are realized. The 
local bureau expects the skies to be 
partly cloudy today, but looks for 


no rain, while Washington official 
forecasters say that the clearing 
process will take hold this after- 
noon, with Monday dawning air 
and colder.

New Location Now Sought 
For Eulton National Bank 


The second big change in Atlan- 
ta banks during the week was an- 
nounced Saturday when the Fulton 
National bank issued the statement 
that for several months the officers 
had been seeking a location which 
would provide for the expansion of 
the rapidly-growing institution. 

The officials at the bank, at this 
time, however, are unwilling to an- 
nounce the new location into which 
the Fulton National bank will move 
when the present leases expire, 
which is in about three years. 


The Fulton National bank has 
shared to a very large extent in 
the success which has accrued to 
Atlanta financial institutions in re- 
cent years and for some time has 
been pressed to handle the growing 
volume of business in its present 
quarters, 

“Our business has been constant- 
ly on the increase,’ W. J. Blalock, 
president of the bank, said Satur- 
day, “‘since our organization in 1910. 
After the first three years of busi- 
ness our deposits had increased to 
such an extent that we felt the im- 
perative need of larger quarters, and 
in 1913 we moved from the English- 
American building to the present 
site in the Empire building. 

“During the past year we have 
found it necessary to make many 
improvements in our present quar- 
ters to take care of our increas- 
ing business,” Mr. Blalock contin- 
ued “and feeling that more ex- 
tensive quarters were necessary, we 
opened negotiations for more com- 
modious facilities. 

“Atlanta and the entire state of 
Georgia has prospered during the 
last five years to a degree almost 
unprecedented. We have enjoyed 
the prosperity incidental to the war 
activities and during this time we 
also have had a remarkable com- 
mercial growth of a peace-time nae 
ture. 

“The Fulton National bank has 
enfoved a proportionate share of 
this prosperity and our calculations 
of a few years ago have been found 
wanting in the remarkable growth 
of our business. Patrons have in- 
creased to the extent that our bank 
is crowded during many hours of 
the day. This condition we will 
relieve in our new location where 


greatly increased facilities will be 
provided.” 

The new quarters of the bank will 
be modern in every respect, Mr. 
Blalock observed, and suitable quar- 
ters for one of Atlanta’s largest 
banking institutions, which the Ful- 
ton National has proved to be, will 
be prepared shortly. It is probable, 
he said, that the bank will move 
to its new location before the expi- 
ration of the present lease.

FINE START MADE: 


ON HIGHWAY WORK 


Paving cf the Fast Point 
Road Starts on Friday 
Morning—50,000 Square 
Yards of Concrete Will 
Be Laid in Fifty Days. 


A record start has been made by 
the public works department of the 
Fulton county commission in its 
spring schedule of road work in the 
paving of the East Point road, 
which was started Friday morning, 

The county, by-the use of con- 
vict labor, is now paving this road 
for a distance of 50,000 squmre yards 
with concrete. The work was 


started at East Point and will 
progress into West End. The cost 
of this project is estimated at 

200,000. 

The public works committea 
composed of Oscar Mills, chairman; 
W. M. Poole and Paul Etheridge, 
has started the paving program of 
the eounty two months earlier this 
vear than it has ever been started 
by any other committee of the com- 
mission. Chairman Mills stated 
Saturday that the county exX- 
pected to have this work completed 
in 50 days, a thousand square yards 


» new pavement will connnect 
at East Point with the concrete road 
to College Park, and will be one of 
the finest drives in the south. When 
the permanent paving on Peachtree 
is completed, the county will havea 
continuous smooth pavement from 
College Park through the city to 
the northern end of the county.

While no attempt has been made 
as yet to study the information de- 
the physical examina- 


tion of registrants, a local board for 
129, in New York city, 
made an auspicious start 
through the careful indexing of the 
results obtained in 600 cases, with 
the view of turning these over to 
medical authorities for analysis, Al- 
ready the figures seem to indicate 
clearly that foreign-born registrants 
were of lower physical standard 
than native-born, 

Of every 100 men called for serv- 
ice under the. draft, examining of- 
ficials found 2.76 per cent were suf- 
fering from defects which could be 
remedied entirely if the applicants 
submitted to a short and simple 
course, The original plan of the 
draft authorities—to Induct these 
men and have their defects correct- 
ed at army hospitals—was dropped 
because of the lack of facilities, but 
government officials have not aban- 
doned entirely the idea of federal as- 
sistance in this reconstruction 
work under some future social bet- 
terment program. 

Registrants who possessed physi- 
cal defects of such degree as to pre- 
vent them from rendering military 
service of any kind totalled 521,606 
and constituted 1625 per cent of the 
total examined. These included or- 
Ganic diseases of internal organs, 
marked visual or aural defects, 
mental diseases and _ deficiencies, 
muscular paralysis, disfiguring and 
disabling deformities and, lastly, 
physical under-dev elopment. 

Study of this class, it is believed, 
would show basic causes capable of 
being eliminated from future gener- 
ations through social hygiene cam- 
paigns, competent medical supervi- 
sion and advice and physical exer- 
cise, scientifically prescribed. 

Comparison of the age groups of 
r@cistrants is sald to have indicated 
material deterioration in the aver- 
age American soon after he reaches 
his majority. Of every 100 men 
aged 21 who were examined 79.89 
were found physically fit, while in 
the 21-30 year class only 69.17 were 
thus classified; while only a small 
increase was noted in the remedials, 
the disqualified group rose from 
23.11 to 30.83 per hundred. 

Analysis of the figures and per- 
centages of men rejected on account 
of deficient mentality and because 
of mental and nervous disorders af- 
forded interesting data. Most of the 
southern states showed high figures 
for the mentally deficient—probably 
it was explained, because of the 
large negro population. Vermont 
was the only northern atate in the 
first ten states in this respect. On 
the other hand, mental and nervous 
disorders were far more prevalent 
in the northern states.

New York, March 8.—The brief 
session of the stock market today 
was characterizeq by extraordinary 
activity and further bullish enthu- 
siasm, which lifted many issues to 
top levels of the year, with here and 
there some actual new high rec- 
ords. 

Among the influences which gave 
fresh stimulus to the advance was 
the report the administration had 
ordered another postponement in the 
pending anti-trust litigation. Indi- 
cations that the railroads would 
soon be provided with funds was 
another factor. 

There was a noticeable increase 
of outside interest in the market, 
which concentrated largely in steels, 
equipments and shippings, rails fail- 
ing to fulfill their early promise of 
strength. 

United States Steel contributed al- 
most one-fifth of the day’s business 
at an extreme advance of 1% to 
97, but affiliated stocks, particu- 
larly Midvale, Bethlehem, Crucible 
and Lackawanna Steels and Bald- 
win Locomotive gained 2 to 5 points. 

Marine preferred yielded part of 
its 3-point rise, but other shippings, 
including American International, 
Atlantic Gulf and United Fruit, were 
Jess susceptible to realizing. Sugars, 
fertilizers, coppers and _ utilities 
helped to swell the advance, but 
motors, oils and tobaccos were ir- 
regular. Last week’s large actual 
loan expansion of clearing house 
banks was materially reduced to- 
day, excess reserves showing a fur- 
ther moderate gain.

Columbus, Ga., March 8.—(Spe- 
-Cial.)—Indications are that, for the 
present at least, there will be no 
Sympathetic labor strike in Colum- 
bus in connection with the textile 
Bituation. The matter was dis- 


cussed at an executive session of 
‘the labor and trades assembly, and 
mo action was taken, although it is, 
of course, passible, that later on a 
gweneral sympathetic strike may be 
voted for. Such an action now 
geems Unlikely, however. 

In the meantime the mills report 
that the number of their workers is 


gradually increasing, and they claim 
that in the course of a few weeks 


they will have all the help they 
need. The textile union a Sage re-

All the local plants are operating, at 
least in part, it is understood.

SIN AND THE SINNER 


The Lord’s 


Distinction

“For | the Lord cannot look 
upon sin with least degree of al- 
lowance. Nevertheless, he that re- 
pents and does the commandments 
of the Lord shall he forgiven.” 
(Doctrine & Covenants 1:31, 32; 
see also Book of Mormon, Alma 
45:16). 

In this forceful epigram a clear 
distinction is mrade between sin 
and the sinner. Many find it dif- 
ficult to entirely segregate the one 
from the other, to apprehend sin 
as an abstract conception apart 
from personal guilt. Can there be 
theft without a thief, falsehood 
without a falsifier, murder with no 
slayer? 

Admittedly, sins may be planned 
but not executed, thought out 
though not carried to the extent 
of actual commission, as is con- 
noted by the Lord’s words respect- 
ing adultery: “Ye have heard that 
it was said by them of old time, 
Thou shalt not commit adultery: 
But | say unto you, That whoso- 
ever looketh on a woman to lust 
after her hath committed adultery 
with her already in his heart.” 
(Matt. 5:27-28). 

Men may be potential liars, rob- 
~~.S Or murderers, but, lacking op- 
portunity to become criminals in 
fact, or restraining their evil im- 
pulses through considerations of 
policy or personal advantage, they 
may maintain outward signs of 
probity. The wearing of a sheep’s 
fleece by a ravening wolf is no 
modern camouflage. 


But in all such dissemblings, tne 
fact of wicked purpose exists; and 
the evil purpose, thought or de- 
sire is of itself essentially sin; and 
such a case, therefore, presents 
no phenomenon of abstract guilt, 
but actual and individual offense; 
for the thinker of evil is a sinner. 


Who of us can regard tubercu- 
losis, smallpox or the insidious and 
deadly influenza that has swept 
the earth, with other feelings than 
repugnance and fear? Yet we treat 
the afflicted person with effort to 
bring about his recovery, and if 
we loved him while well, We ao 
not hate him because he has be- 
come ill; but, to the contrary, we 
become the more solicitous in hts 
behalf. Health officers and the 
medical fraternity look upon dis- 
ease with compromise, toleration 
or allowance. They are the mar- 
shalled assailants of physical mat- 
ady, whatever its disguise; ane 
their best means of waging war 
on disease is that of ministering 
to each afflicted one, while taking 
all measures possible to protect 
the well against infection. 

The germs of disease exist, 
whether they find lodgment in hu- 
man bodies or not; and, by anal- 

Ogy, we may. say that the spirit of 


'or incentive to thievery, adultery, 


or murder is alive, as the definite 
contagion of evil, though men may 
or may not be actually overcome 
thereby. Now, in the case of phys- 
ical affliction, definite treatment is 
invoked; and compliance with pre- 
scribed conditions is enforced s80 
far as the patient will submit. 


In fine and purposeful irony, the 
Divine Healer met the casuistry of 
certain self-righteous Scribes and 
Pharisees with the declaration: 
“They that are whole have no need 
of the physician, but they that are 
sick: I came not to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repent- 
ance.” (Mark 2:17). 

But as the Scriptures abundant- 
ly affirm, and as experience dem- 
onstrates, there are none of us 
entirely free from sin; to the con- 
trary, every one is in need of the 
Great Physician’s healing mfnis- 
trations: “Sin is the trangression 
of the law” (1 John 3:4); further- 
more: “There is none righteous, 
no, not one” (Rom. 3:10); and 
again “If we say that we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us.” (1 John 1:8). 


The treatment for sin-infected 
mortals is that prescribed in the 
Goszel of Jesus Christ, by compli- 
ance with which the ravages of 
soul-destroying contagion may be 
arrested, and relative immunity 
against later attacks be secured 
through the developed powers of 
resistance. The prescription is 
simple; the means are easily ac- 
cessible; they are the same today 
as they were of old, and as they 
shall remain while there is sin in 
the world. 

By meeting these requirements, 
mankind may:- be made whole :(1) 
Have faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ as the literal Son of the 
Eternal Father, and as the Savior 
and Redeemer of the human fam- 
ily. (2) Repent with full purpose 
of heart of all misdoing, with a 
resolute determination to strive, 
by Divine aid, to live a better life. 
(3) Be baptized at the hands of 
those authorized by investiture of 
the Holy Priesthood to administer 
this {indispensable ordinance, (4) 
Receive the companionship of the 
Holy Ghost by the authoritative 
laying on of hands. 

Do these things, continufng tn 
righteous living, and, though the 
mephitic atmosphere of sin be ever 
so foul about you, you shall be pre- 
served to the attainment of eternal 
life, which of all God’s gifts to man 
is the greatest.
